The plan provides for all branches 


of the industry—growers. 
packers, 


shippers and product manufacturers 
—to work in cooperation 
under a 


board of control representing all fac- 
tions. Marketing 
is to be orderly, 


without the scrambling and lack of 
coordination 
that in recent years 


have caused depressed markets and 
loss of profits. Federal funds will be 
available for purchase of the surplus, 
to be later marketed, turned into by- 
products or left on the vines as con- 
ditions warrant. 


It is generally felt that all grow- 


ers will get a fair deal and that the 
industry will be put back upon a 
profitable basis. This is of interest 
not only to the 30,000 growers, but 
to the 150,000 persons dependent up- 
on the industry, to merchants who 
sell to that number, and to banks to 
which farm lands have averted and 
which hold mortgages that average

an acre on San Joaquin valley 


vineyards.

They 
have been conspicuously weak in their 
assaults upon gangsters and racketeers. 
They seem to take a delight in playing 
up crime and exaggerating misdemean- 
ors and scandals out of all proportion 
to their true news value. There is rea- 
son to believe that this policy does not 
rest entirely on the theory that public- 
ity is the most effective antidote for 
crime, but on the proposition of widen- 
ing reader interest and commercial ex- 
ploitation of sensationalism. 


Chicago journalism has been getting 


yellower and yellower, lower and" low- 
er. It has been content to see the city 
plundered and "mauled with a maxi- 
mum of tolerance and a minimum of 
resistance. The Chicago newspapers 
en masse, possibly any one of them, 
could have made that city a hot place 
for the crook, the racketeer and the 
desperado if they had so willed. To a 
certain extent they must be held re- 
sponsible for the present situation, if 
some of their staff are not actually in- 
volved. Whether a bonafide and thor- 
ough investigation of their activities 
and organizations can be had by the 
state is a matter of doubt. The present 
inquiry may or may not bring results, 
but it ought at least to awaken the 
owners and publishers of Chicago 
dailies to a realization of conditions in 
that metropolis and their duties in re- 
lation thereto.

THE DISINFECTION OF THE 


SKIN 


Surgeons still rely principally up- 


on vigorous and prolonged scrubbing 
with soap and hot water to "steril- 
ize" or render "asceptic" the skin. 
But they recognize the practical 
impossibility of sterilizing even, the 
cleanest or healthiest skin; that is, 
freeing the skin absolutely of germs; 
so that it is the universal practice 
of surgeons to wear thin 
rubber

If the expected business revival ma* 
terializes in the fan it will find tb» 
banks of the country splendidly pre- 
pared to finance it. The present 
borrowing power of the member in- 
stitutions of the federal reserve sys- 
tem is estimated at approximately 
eight billion dollars, or in the neigh* 
borhood of three times the maximum 
amount of bills discounted by re- 
serve banks at any one time. 


The borrowing power of member 


banks Is measured by the amount 
ef eligible paper they hold which 
could be ^discounted by the federal 
reserve banks, plus the amount of 
United States government securities 
Lhey own exclusive of those pledged 
to secure national bank notes still 
outstanding. The estimate of the 
borrowing power just given is one 
made by the federal reserve board 
itself from data furnished by the 
member bandks. 


While member bank credit out- 
standing has been increasing to such 
an extent that it is currently about 
as high as it ever baa been, the 
reserve bank credit, or credit repre- 
senting accommodation extended by 
lie reserve banks to member banks, 
has been as steadily diminishing be- 
cause the banks have not reoui-ed 
t. 


BANKS STROXG XOW 


As an outcome the total has de- 


creased about $344,000,000 within a 
year and today is not a billion dol- 
ars. Member banks, moreover, have 
rediscounted 
outstanding 
nearly 


three quarters of a billion dollars 
ess than a year ago. They ha\e 
available on the other hand large 
potential borrowing power- Xo on© 
need fear, therefore, that banks are ^ 
not strong in reserve credit upon 
which they can draw when occasion 
arises. 


Bank credit expansion this year 


las taken an unusual trend. Kormal- 
y commercial loans would have ex- 
panded while investments and se- 
curity leans would have contracted. 
?his year the reverse frgg been true. 
Commercial loans have actually de- 
clined more than $200,000,000 since 
the first of the year while security 
oans have expanded over §800,000,- 
00. 
That expansion of security loans 


and investments of member banks 
has been made possible by what has 
ieen perhaps the most remarkable 
expansion in bank deposits in years. 
The 'actual increase in. deposits of 


(orting institutions has been near- 


y one and one-half billion dollars. 
Those deposits have not been ap- 
ilied to the extension of commercial 
redits as in normal years but have 
nevertheless been used in indirectly 
aiding business by financing capital 
irojects. New capital emissions are 
merely the modern businessman's 
method of financing future produc- 
ton and distribution of goods. Hence 
he banks by investing deposits in 
uch capital issues have been ading 
be prospective expansion of busi- 
ness.

and that of 1524. It is recalled that 
Jidustrial production, after reaching 


peak in the spring of 1923, declined 


with but moderate intermediate re- 
overies until it touched a low point 
July 1324.

; ators and representatives who have 
| been defeated or have retired shall 
! continue to legislate, as now hap- 
j pens. The president and vice presi- 
| dent would take office oa Jan. 24, 
: instead of March 4, the additional 
time being given to aliow the house 
of representatives to choose a presi- 
dent if the election has not decided 
the question. 


A bill to prohibit lobbying was al- 


so introduced by Rep. Browne but 
not acted upon. This bill is some- 
what similar to one introduced by 
Rep. John C. Schafer of Milwaukee, 


i and provides for registration of all 
' persons attempting to influence con- 
• gressmen in connection with legis- 
! lation, showing the interests which 


J employ them. Xo such bills were 
: reported irotn the Committee on the 
j Judiciary, and no hearings 
were 


held on them. 


The measure in which Rep. Browne 


displayed the keenest interest was a 
! bill prohibiting the use of oleotaar- 
' garine or other butter substitute in 
| any government institution, except 
| federal prisons, supported by govern- 
ment funds. This would acid great- 
ly to the marker for butter. 


NO ACTION ON BILL 


This bill was not acted upon, but 


congress passed a bill amending the 
oleomargarine act to include new 
kinds of butter substitutes amon^ 
the imitation butter products to be 
taxed and Eep. Browne spoke in 
favor of this measure, which the 
president has approved. 


Tov/ard the end of the session, 


Rep. Browne introduced a bill to 
prohibit the transportation of ma- 
chine guns in interstate commerce. 
This bill was not acted upon either, 
but the intent to enact Eome legis- 
lation eventually regulating the trans 
portation of firearms in interstate 
commerce is indicated by ths 
ap- 


pointment o. a sub-committee of the 
house committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce to study the sub- 
ject. The Browne biU provides a 
penalty of $10,000 fine or five years' 
imprisonment for the importation or 
transportation of a machine gua in 
interstate commerce. 


To acid to the federal governments 


funds for high—ay aid, Rep. Browne 
introduced a bill to create a special 
highway fund out of the $407.341,- 
055.01 which France owes the United 
States for surplus war 
material, 


highway equipment and 
supplies 


bought from, the United States after 
the "tt'orid -war. Under ths Bro-KT.e 
bill, half this fund would be used 
oa the resruiar federal road program 
and the other half to help build 
secondary or "farm, service" high- 
ways not now included In the federal

so great that any ordinary pasture 
cannot furnish her enough feed for 
both milk production, and for the 
maintenance of her body, says Prof 
F. B. Morrison, head of the an.-r.a! 
husbandry department at the New 
York state college of agT-:cuI:i:re. 


Referring- to the present surplus 


of milk. Professor Morrison says :-.e 
way to reduce the surplu economic- 
al;}- and efficiently is to cull out and 
sell to the butcher the low jr reduc- 
ers. Trhlch. even under normal con- 
ditions, do not pay for their keep. 
If every dftiryman who has low pro- 
ducers In his herd would dispose o* 
just one cow, the poorest one in his 
barn, the dairy 
surplus 
problem 


would be aolved almost overnight, he 
says. 


All investigation* on the cost of 


milk production show that h:gh-pro- 
ducing co-jra produce milk ar.d tut- 
ter fat more cheaply than those of 
moderate or low production. H:gh 
production can never be secured ex- 
cept when good cows are we:- fed. 
Xigardiy feeding of good cows is 
mistaken economy, leading- to decid- 
ed Joss, eays Professor Morrison.
